(amended claims) 

3. A computer readable medium including instructions being executed by a computer, the 
instructions instructing the computer to execute an educational or testing system for physicians, the 
instructions including: 

(a) accessing at least one first belief network, which describes a plurality of parallel health 
state networks; 

(b) scripting a knowledge base, at least in part, from the at least one first belief network; and 

(c) instantiating a model patient, at least in part, from the scripted knowledge base. 

24. The expert system according to claim 23, wherein the instructions further comprise: 
(1) storing the evolved virtual patient for subsequent access by the user: and 
(m) repeating the instructions (h) through (1) upon each said subsequent access by the user at 
least until the treatment of the actual patient is completed. 
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
